Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: selfref com in Fig. 1 Prior Art; selfref com and 300' in Fig. 4; D1 
and C in Fig. 9; all elements in Fig. 11; WL enable in Fig. 13; BISH1, BISL1 

and 59 in Fig. 14. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The phrase "used in an internal circuit by using an external supply voltage and a 
ground voltage" (lines 8-10). 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Fujioka et al., 6,563,746. 
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Fujioka et al., 6,563,746, discloses in Fig. 3 a memory device for performing a 
refresh operation in a predetermined self-refresh cycle period (see lines 34-53, column 

5) comprising: 

low power entry circuit 14 power supply means/internal voltage generator 18; 
power supply voltage VDD of 2.5 V from exterior (see lines 1 9-20, column 1 0); 
high power generator/booster 28 for supplying high boost voltage VPP of 3.7 V 
(see lines 6-8, column 1 1 ); 

low power generator/substrate voltage generator 34 for supplying low voltage of -1 .OV 
(see lines 18-21, column 11). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 4-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
